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PROCEEDINGS 
THURSDAY MORNING SESSION 


“The Lord has done great things for us, whereof we 
are glad.” 


On Thursday morning, October 17th, 1929, the fifty- 
seventh annual session of the Trent River Oakey Grove 
Missionary Baptist Association convened with the Mar- 
shall Chapel Baptist Church, near Jacksonville, Onslow 
County, N. C. 


A quorum of officials not being present, at 11 o’clock 
the brethren engaged in a series of praise led by Deacon 
Watson, during which time earnest petitions ascended 
to the throne. Rev. M. D. Stanford, who officiated in 
the chair, presented Revs. W. H. Burge and B. G. Wash- 
ington to conduct the devotions. They proceeded as fol- 
lows: Brother Washington lined hymn No. 239, “Must 
Jesus Bear the Cross Alone?” which was sung by the 
audience. Scripture lesson by Rev. Burge from St. Mat- 
thew, sixth. chapter. He also gave short comments. 
Invocation by Rev. Burge. 


Second selection, No. 214, ‘““My Soul Be on Thy Guard,” 
was sung very sweetly. This ended the devotions. 


The speaker, Rev. L. M. Sheppard, who was billed to 
preach the introductory sermon, was presented. He 
arose, and after having made very striking remarks, 
selected as his text St. John 8:12, reading as follows: 
“I am the light of the world.” Theme: “Shine.” The 
sermon, which was rich and sweet, was forcefully de- 
livered. Many beautiful illustrations were pictured show- 
ing the necessity of Christians holding up a Christian 
light. Comments were given by Rev. M. D. Stanford. 
Deacons Strayhorn and E. J. Hunter were asked to take 
the silver offering, which amounted to $6.25. The Mod- 
erator, Rev. Kornegay, read two articles of the associa- 
tional constitution, stimulating the spirit of kingdom 
promotion. 


It being now time for dinner, Rev. Sheppard and the 
audience sang “Blest Be the Tie That Binds.” Benedic- 
tion by Rev. Sheppard. 


6 MINUTES 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


The association reassembled at 2 o’clock. The Mod- 
erator, Rev. Kornegay, in the chair. Rev. L. M. Wil- 
liams and Rev. L. M. Sheppard were called to ‘the ros- 
trum to open the session, which was conducted as fol- 
lows: Rev. Sheppard lined hymn No. 131, “Oh, For a 
Closer Walk With God,” sung very spiritually. Scripture 
lesson by Rev. Williams from second Timothy, second 
chapter. Invocation by Rev. Williams. Second selec- 
tion, No. 149, ““God Moves In a Mysterious Way,” sung 
by the audience with singleness of heart. Devotions be- 
ing ended the Moderator arose and made admonishing 
remarks reproving tardiness of the delegation, after 
which the house was announced ready for the transaction 
of its legal business. 


Motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that all visitors be 
accorded a right to a seat and to participate in all busi- 
ness except voting. Motion of Rev. L. M. Sheppard the 
forenoon session be read. Motion of Bro. Clennie Pear- 
son the same was adopted. 


On motion of Bro. H. J. Hemby that the names of min- 
isters, deacons and delegates be enrolled. Fifty-three 
dollars was collected from installation fees. 


On motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that a committee of 
three be appointed on hours of meeting, viz.: Bro. Clennie 
Pearson, Bro. E. J. Hunter and Sister C. E. Hatch. 


On motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that the suggestion 
relative to arrears of ministers be continued. 


Motion by Bro. Abraham Brimage that a committee 
of five be appointed on finance, viz.: Bros. J. C. Wooten, 
H. J. Hemby, W. M. Spencer, Amos Stanley and Hayward 
Lecraft. 


On motion of Bro. Oscar Robinson that a com- 
mittee of seven be appointed on selection of officers, 
viz.: Bro. Oscar Robinson, Deacon E. W. Watson, S. 
Strayhorn, E. H. Houston, J. B. Montford, G. R. Mc- 
Allister, Jack Peyton. 


On motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that a committee of 
three be appointed on clerk service, viz.: Rev. L. M. Shep- 
pard, Rev. W. H. Burge, Rev. C. D. Hatchell. 


Motion that a committee of three be appointed on 
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printing minutes, viz.: Rev. F. R. Roscoe, Rev. R. D. 
Toon, Bro. A. Brimage. 


On motion that all eulogies be held on Saturday at 2 
p.m. 


At this juncture the committee on hours reported. 
(See report elsewhere.) The same was by motion adopted. 


The committee on printing minutes reported. The 
same was by motion adopted. 


The committee on clerk service.reported. (See report 
elsewhere.) The same was by motion adopted. 


The Committee on Selection of Officers reported. (See 
report elsewhere.) The same was by motion adopted. 


At this juncture the officers elect were installed in 
their respective positions. Each one made short pledges 
as to their official loyalty, after which the evangelist, 
G. B. D. Russell, was presented and greeted by the chair. 
He brought an enthusiastic exhortation to which there 
was applause. 


Motion prevailed for adjournment. “Together Let Us 
Sweetly Live” was sung. Benediction by the Vice-Mod- 
erator. 


THURSDAY EVENING SESSION 


The session reassembled pursuant to adjournment at 
7:30 o’clock. Rev. Toon lined and sang hymn No. 139, 
“There Is a Fountain Filled With Blood,” which was 
sweetly echoed through the chapel. Scripture lesson by 
Rev. F. R. Roscoe from St. Matthew, fifth chapter. Fer- 
vent invocation by Rev. F. R. Roscoe. Second hymn, No. 
Heep Rano Holy Spirit Heavenly Dove,” sung in ardent 

ashion. 


Devotions being ended the Moderator presented Rev. 
R. P. Lawson, who was programmed to preach the temp- 
erance sermon. While a poem was rendered by Rev. Rus- 
sell and the audience with much enthusiasm, the speaker 
ascended the rostrum with Rev. L. M. Sheppard as alter- 
nate.’ The text was a selection from Genesis 3:9, read- 
ing thus: ‘“Man where art thou?” Theme: “Spoiling and 
Moulding God’s Image.” The speaker dwelt at length 
upon the subject, portraying the necessity of Christians

being temperate in all things. Fervent prayer by Rev. 
Sheppard. 


“God Moves In a Mysterious Way” was sweetly ren- 
dered by the choir. 


Rev. Dr. McDowell, tutor of Shaw University and a 
state missionary worker, was presented and brought a 
message that was profound and indeed rich in thought 
encouraging baptistical spirit and cooperation in this 
field. (Applause.) Wholesome and fitting responses 
were made by the Moderator and ex-Moderator. Bros. 
E. H. Houston and J. B. Montford took the offering, which 
amounted to $10.10. 


Rev. Reese, Vice-Moderator and pastor, was presented, 
who extended a cordial welcome to the delegation, fol- 
lowed by Deacon P. L. Bradley. Responded to very ably 
by Rev. Dr. McDowell. 


Rey. Russell gave a partial outline of his evangelistic 
work and was granted an appointment for Friday at 9 
a.m. The pastor then made arrangement for reception 
of visitors. Doxology, benedicition by the Moderator. 


FRIDAY MORNING SESSION 


According to the request of the evangelist, Rev. Dr. 
Russell, he was granted a leave to teach for one hour. 
His message was wholesome, portraying repentance as 
the first fundamental principle of salvation. He also dis- 
tributed literature amounting to $2.40. 


Pursuant to adjournment the association reassembled 
at 10 o’clock, the Moderator presiding. Rev. Toon lined 
and sang hymn No. 151, “Father, I Stretch My Hands to 
Thee.” Scripture lesson by Rev. M..D. Stanford from 
Titus, second chapter. Invocation by Rev. Toon in an 
earnest manner. ‘I’m Going Through” was sweetly 
chanted by Rev. Stanford and the audience. 


Devotions were ended and the house announced ready 
for the transaction of its legal business. On motion of 
Bro. A. Brimage that the previous minutes be read. The 
same was by motion received and adopted. 


On motion of Prof. H. J. Hemby that the roll be called, 
fees were collected amounting to $25.00. Quite a num- 
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ber of ministers and delegates who were late gave satis- 
faction, pledging their future loyalty. All were by mo- 
tion forgiven. 


On motion of Bro. E. W. Watson that a committee of 
three be appointed on petitionary letters, viz.: Bro. L. D. 
Session, Rev. N. A. Sandlin, Bro. A. C. Everett. 


On motion by Bro. Oscar Robinson that a committee of 
seven be appointed on resolutions, viz.: Rev. J. E. Korne- 
gay; Rev. I. N.. Elliott; Rev. B. E. Davis;. Bros. .P. L. 
Bradley, F. T. Jefferies, W. J. Foy and E. J. Hunter. 


On motion of Rev. W. H. Burge that a committee of 
five be appointed on special sermons, viz.: Oscar Robin- 
son, KE. W. Watson, Clennie Pearson, B. F. Franks, Larry 
L. Moore. 


On motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that a committee of 
three be appointed on condolence, viz.: Rev. M. D. Stan- 
ford, Rev. W. H. Burge, Bro. Ned Sanders. 


On motion of Bro. Ned Sanders that a committee of 
five be appointed on temperance, viz.: Rev. F. R. Roscoe, 
Bro. W. F. Dixon, Rev. L.:M. Sheppard, Bros. E. H. 
Houston, Samuel Bryant. 


Rev. Roscoe made a few touching remarks. It being 
time for dinner ‘Together Let Us Sweetly Live” was 
charmingly hummed and the benediction pronounced by 
Rev. Roscoe. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


The session was called in by Rev. M. D. Stanford who 
sang “I Heard the Voice of Jesus Say.” Fervent prayer 
by Rev. Bro. Session. Selection No. 5, “A Charge to 
Keep I Have,” sung with the presence of the Spirit. Rev. 
M. D. Stanford, who supplemented in the chair during the 
devotions, spoke very touchingly. He very sweetly sang 
“His Eyes Are on the Sparrow.” Rev. Reeves, Vice- 
Moderator, made a few preliminaries then announced the 
fone ready for the transaction of its legal business pro- 
cedure.

The Committee on Special Sermons reported. (See re- 
port elsewhere.) By motion of Rev. R. P. Lawson the 
same was adopted. 


The Committee on Condolence reported recommending 
a eulogistic sermon on Saturday at 2:30 p.m. The report 
was by motion adopted. 


On motion of Bro. E. W. Watson that a committee con- 
sisting of one delegate from each church be appointed 
on place of next meeting. 


By motion Bro. Arthur Bryant was excused for the 
remainder of the afternoon according to request. 


Bro. Session spoke very inspiringly, touching the young 
men who are attached to and aspiring for the ministry. 


The Committee on Resolutions reported. (See report 
elsewhere.) On motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that the 
report be adopted. Motion lost. 


Rev. Kornegay, ex-Moderator, was according to re- 
quest, excused until tomorrow. 


Motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford that we adjourn until 
Saturday morning at 9 o’clock. ‘“‘Blest Be the Tie That 
Binds” was sweetly sung and benediction announced by 
Rev. R. P. Lawson. 


FRIDAY EVENING SESSION 


The session reassembled at 7:20. The choir rendered 
“Holy, Holy, Holy’ melodiously. Invocation by Rev. 
Elliott, who also lined hymn No. 81, “God Moves In a 
Mysterious Way,” was rendered by the choir and audi- 
ence very sweetly. The 37th Psalm was read for Scrip- 
ture lesson by Bro. W. F. Dixon. Invocation by W. F. 
Dixon in a fervent manner. The choir sang “Rescue the 
Perishing” and Rev. Elliott rendered another tasty an- 
them. The Moderator presented Rev. B. E. Davis, who 
was billed to preach the missionary sermon. The speaker 
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assumed his position and chose his text from St. Mat- 
thew 28:19, “Go ye therefore into all the world and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, and lo I am with 
you always even unto the end of the world. Amen.” 
The speaker held his hearers at will for possibly 45 min- 
utes while a portrait of the missionary thought was ex- 
pounded to us with the spirit. Rev. Elliott sang “Jesus 
Is Mine,” then offered a sincere petition. “I Heard the 
Voice of Jesus Say” was rendered by the choir with a 
spiritual significance which merged into a shower of the 
Holy Spirit.

On motion of Bro. Oscar Robinson that Rev. W. F. 
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Dixon be the general field missionary worker for the en- 
suing year. 


On motion of Bro. E. W. Watson that we hear the re- 
port of the educational treasurer. On motion of Bro. 
Ned Sanders the report was received and adopted. 


In the appointment of the Place Committee it was 
noted that Bros. Gus Barber and Jack Peyton did on Fri- 
day afternoon take final leave of absence without per- 
mission of the Association. 


On motion of Rev. S. L. Stanford that we adjourn 
until 1:30. “Together Let Us Sweetly Live” was charm- 
ingly hummed and the benediction pronounced by Rev. 
J. T. Kerr. 


SATURDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


At the usual hour the session was called, the Moderator 
in the chair. “I’m Glad Salvation’s Free” was spirit- 
ually sung led by Bro. Ned Sanders. 


Bros. John Scott and W. C. Ollison were called to the 
rostrum to conduct the devotionals, which were as fol- 
lows: Bro. Scott lined hymn No. 129, “Am I a Soldier 
of the Cross?” sweetly echoed by the audience. Scrip- 
ture lesson by Bro. Ollison from Hebrews 13th chapter. 
Fervent prayer by Bro. A. L. Spicer. Second selection, 
“Must Jesus Bear the Cross Alone.” Devotions being 
ended the Moderator made timely preliminaries and an- 
nounced the house ready for transaction of business.

(See 
report elsewhere.) The same was by motion of Bro. E. J. 
Hunter received. 


The Committee on Place of Next Meeting reported. 
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(See report elsewhere.) Motion of Rev. M. D. Stanford 
the report was adopted. 


It being time for the eulogistic service Rev. Elliott 
lined hymn No. 642, “Why Do We Mourn Departed 
Friends,” sung with solemnity. Those who affiliated 
were Rev. L. M. Williams, Rev. M. D. Stanford, Rev. S. L. 
Stanford, Rev. I. N. Elliott and Rev. J. E. Kornegay. The 
service was conducted as follows: Rev. Elliott read Job 
14. Fervent prayer by Rev. Kornegay. Hymn No. 
632, “It Is Not Death to Die.” Rev Williams read the 
biographies. Rev. M. D. Stanford led in the eulogy. His 
text was a thought from St. Matthew 25:21: “Well done 
thou good and faithful servant. Thou hast been faithful 
over a few things I will make thee ruler over many things. 
Enter thou in the joy of the Lord.” The sermon brought 
a shower of the Holy Ghost.

E. W. Watson that we adjourn to meet 
again at Henderson’s Chapel on Thursday before the 
third Sunday in October, 1930, at 10 a. m. Doxology. 
Benediction by Rev. J. E. Kornegay. 


SATURDAY EVENING SESSION 


The Association reassembled pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. After a short series of praise Bro. Amos Stanley 
offered an earnest petition. Second selection, No. 397, 
“From Every Stormy Wind That Blows,” was beauti- 
fully sung by the choir. Rev. I. N. Elliott led us to a 
throne of grace. Hymn No. 396 lined by Rev. I. N. 
Elliott, “Prayer Is the Soul’s Sincere Desire.” Scripture 
lesson selected from Revelations, 3rd chapter, by Bro. 
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Arthur Bryant. Bro. L. D. Session petitioned to a throne 
of grace with most earnestness of heart. Hymn No. 
487, “I Heard the Voice of Jesus Say,” lined by Rev. I. N. 
Elliott, sweetly chanted by the choir. 


After some preliminaries by the President Rev. J. E.

We, the Executive Committee, beg leave to make the following 
report: The following brethren came before the board for ordina- 
tion: Bros. J. H. Powell, B. G. Washington, W. F. Dixon, L. D. 
Session, Arthur Bryant and J. H. Humphrey for the ministry and 
Bros. A. L. Spicer and Ned Sanders for deacons. After carefully 
examining all of the brethren it was decided to ask them all to 
return and give further study to the duties and qualifications and 
responsibilities of these important offices and callings. In Bro. 
Humphrey’s case, he had engaged in a conflict with another in 
self-defense in which the other man was killed. When asked if 
he was sorry Bro.

and acted upon, unless withdrawn by the mover. 

7. Every speaker shall arise and address the Moderator by the 
appelation of Brother, and continue his remarks to the subject 
under debate, and shall not be allowed to speak more than twice 
on one subject, except by permission of the Church. 

8. No member shall withdraw from the Council without per- 
mission from the Moderator. 

9. It shall be required that in all matters of difference between 
members before complaints are made to the Church, the aggrieved 
party shall duly attend to the instructions of our Lord’s Gospel 
recorded by St. Matthew 11:16-18, and public offenses, such as 
operate against the peace of the Church, shall be subject to dis- 
cipline. 

10. All questions submitted to the Council shall be decided by 
majority votes, except receiving members to fellowship and any 
question may be reconsidered upon the motion of any one who 
voted in the affirmative. 

11. The Moderator shall propound all questions for vote, shall 
keep the speakers to the subject under debate, may express his 
own views, after others are done speaking, and see that these 
rules are faithfully observed. 

12. These rules of decorum may be altered, or amended, by a 
vote of two-thirds of the whole Church. 

Resolved, That this Council recommends the adoption of the 
foregoing rules to all the Churches that comprise this body. 


RULES OF ORDER 


1. On the meeting of the Association, the Moderator of the 
preceding session shall preside until his successor is made known. 
In case of his absence, the Vice-Moderator fills the chair. 

2. Each session of the Association shall be opened and closed 
with prayer. 

3. At each daily session the proceedings of the business ses- 
sion shall be read, and the names of the Delegates shall be called; 
and no person speaking shall be interrupted until he is done speak- 
ing, unless he is out of order. 

4. The members shall observe towards the officers, and each 
other, that courtesy that becomes Christians, and the person shall 
in no wise reflect on the person who spoke before him, but shall 
express his ideas. 

5. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the 
Moderator, and confine himself strictly to the subject under de- 
bate, and avoid all personalities. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without permission from the Moderator. 

7. All motions seconded shall be definitely stated by the Mod- 
erator before discussion, and no Brother shall be at liberty to 
whisper during the time another Brother is speaking. 

8. No motion shall be withdrawn after its discussion. The 
Moderator shall not interrupt any member or prohibit his speak- 
ing, until he gives his ideas on the subject, unless he violates the 
rules of the Association. 

9. When a motion is under discussion, no motion or proposition 
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shall be received except to adjourn, to lay on the table, to amend 
or postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall have prefer- 
ence in the order in which they are stated. 

10. After a motion is decided, any member having voted in the 
majority may move for a reconsideration. 

11. No member shall absent himself during the session of the 
Association, without permission of the Moderator, and no one 
shall take final leave of absence without permission from the 
Association. If any one shall do so, their absence will be noted 
in the minutes. 

12. All questions except such as relate to the Constitution, shall 
be decided by a majority vote. 

18. The Association shall have a right to decide what subject 
shall be submitted to its consideration. 

14. These rules of order may be altered or amended at any 
session of the Association, by a majority vote. 


CONSTITUTION 


Section 1. This Association shall be denominated and known 
as the Trent River Oakey Grove Missionary Baptist Association. 

Sec. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion 
of Christ’s Kingdom among men, and the means of accomplishing 
this shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

Sec. 3. This Association shall be composed of Pastors, Min- 
isters and Delegates chosen by the Churches connected with it, 
each Church being entitled to three Delegates. 

Sec. 4. The Delegates from each Church shall bear a letter 
certifying their appointment and communicating information regu- 
lating the state of the Church. 

Sec. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, 
an Assistant Moderator, Clerk, and Assistant Clerk, Treasurer, 
and Usher, who shall be annually chosen from among its mem- 
bers by ballot, a majority of its members voting, and continue in 
office until their successors are elected, etc. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an ob- 
servance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, 
decide all questions, give his opinion on any question under discus- 
sion after others have spoken, and give a casting vote in case of 
a tie. 

See. 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceed- 
ings of each annual session and to superintend the printing of the 
minutes and distributing of same among the Churches. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds 
sent up by the Churches, or collected during the session of the 
body, and disburse the same as ordered by the Association. He 
shall make to the Association an annual report of the condition 
of the treasury, etc. 

Sec. 9. The Association shall apvoint an Executive Committee 
consisting of not less than five, nor more than seven members, 
which committee shall have the superintendence of the Associa- 
tion missions and colportage. They shall have the power to dis- 
burse all sums paid to the Treasurer of the Association, for the 
objects under their charge, and during intervals between the meet- 
ings of this body, to receive and disburse funds for those objects, 
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and to take such steps for their advancement as they shall deem 
advisable, and shall make an annual report to the Association of 
their doings. 

Sec. 10. This Association shall not maintain fellowship with 
any of her Churches that neglect to preserve Gospel Order. 

Sec. 11. This Association may invite visiting and correspond- 
ing brethren to seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the 
Association, except voting. 

Sec. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence 
on Thursday before the third Lord’s day in October, of each year, 
at such place as may be chosen. 

See. 18. By appointment of this Association, there shall be an 
Introductory Sermon of a denominational character, and an Edu- 
cational Sermon, a Temperance Sermon, a Missionary Sermon and 
a Doctrial Sermon. 

Sec. 14. That we shall not receive any minister in our Associa- 
tion, or pulpits, till he has presented his credentials and recom- 
mendations from said Church and Association from which he is a 
member, and upon the payment of $3.00, if he brings in a Church 
for membership in the Association, and $5.00 if he does not bring 
one. We will not fellowship any of our Churches who receive any 
disorderly members from any of our Churches, within the bounds 
of this Association. 

Sec. 15. We recommend that none of our Churches in this 
Association shall elect any minister as their pastor until he has 
presented his credentials and recommendations from his Church 
and the Association of which he is a member, etc. 

Sec. 16. Each Church shall be represented into this Association 
with 50 cents per member, 30 cents for Educational School Fund, 
and ae cents for the Association. This to be paid by each member 
yearly. 

Sec. 17. This Constitution may be amended at any annual ses- 
sion by a two-thirds vote of the members present, etc.

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BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I 


Section 1. The membership of this corporation is composed of, 
and limited to members of the Trent River Oakey Grove Missionary 
Baptist Association, which embraces the membership of the Mis- 
sionary Baptist Churches (Colored) of all of Onslow County, and 
a portion of Carteret, Craven, Jones, and Pender Counties, except 
as hereinafter provided for. 

All others wishing to become members may do so by paying an 
annual fee of one dollar ($1.00) for each male and fifty cents (50c) 
for each female member, to become due on the first day of June 
of each year, and the membership of all such members shall termi- 
nate on the 1st day of July, unless renewed by paying the annual 
fee. Provided, however, that the Association by a majority vote 
may deny membership to any one whenever they deem it to the 
best interest of this corporaton, or revoke the membership of any- 
one whenever they become detrimental to the purposes of this 
corporaton. 

Section 2. The membership of this corporation shall be repre- 
sented in all membership meetings, by the Association which is 
composed of the several pastors and three (3) delegates from each 
church or congregation, elected from the membership of said 
churches and congregations, within the bounds of said Association. 

Section 3. The annual meetings of the Association shall be held 
from Thursday to Saturday, inclusive, before the third (8rd) Sun- 
day of October in each and every year at such place as may be 
chosen when there shall be elected by a plurality vote, by ballot, 
fifteen (15) directors to serve one year and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. The pastors and delegates each shall 
have one vote on all questions except the election of directors, and 
then each shall have one vote each for the full number of directors 
to be elected. 

Section 4. Special meetings of the Association may be called by 
order of the Board of Directors, and it shall be their duty to call 
such meetings upon the written request of one-fifth of the repre- 
sentatives of the Association. 

Section 5. A quorum shall consist of a majority of representa- 
tives of the Association. If no quorum is present at any meeting 
it may be adjourned from time to time until a quorum shall be 
present. 

-Section 6. Two weeks’ notice of a special meeting of the Asso- 
ciation shall be given to each representative personally by mail 
to his last known address or by publication. 

Section 7. The order of proceedings at all membership meet- 
ings in the Association for the purpose of this corporation shall 
be as follows: 

1—Reading and approving minutes of former meeting. 
2—Reports of officers. 

3—Reports of Committees. 

4—Reports of Board of Directors. 

5—Reports of Nominating Committees. 

6—Election of Board of Directors. 

7—Miscellaneous business. 

Section 8. The Association shall provide a committee of three 
members known as the Nomination Committee for the purpose of 
presenting names for election on the Board of Directors. Said 
committee to be appointed on motion carried, by the Moderator. 
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ARTICLE II 
Board of Directors 


Section 1. The Board shall consist of fifteen members and be 
divided into five classes, three members in each class, to serve 1, 2, 
38, 4, and 5 years terms until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall have the power to fill 
all vacancies in their body, from the representatives of the Asso- 
ciation, until the next annual meeting of said representatives. 

Section 3. The Directors shall have the power to elect or ap- 
point all necessary officers and committees; to employ principals, 
professors, assistants and help of any and every class necessary 
for carrying out the purposes of the corporation; to fix the amount 
of their compensation, to prescribe their duties, to dismiss any ap- 
pointed officer, agent or employee without previous notice, and 
generally to control and manage the affairs of the corporation. 

Section 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at the same time 
and in the same place as the Association on Friday before the third 
Sunday in October of each year, and at the union meetings held in 
the interval between the annual meetings at any time on the call 
of the President, and it shall be the duty of the President to call 
a special meeting, within ten days, upon the written request of 
one-third of the Board of Directors, which request shall state the 
purpose of the call. 

Section 5. One week’s notice of special meeting of the Board 
of Directors shall be given by the Secretary to each Director per- 
sonally, by mail to his last known address; and the purpose of 
the meeting must be stated in the notice of every special meeting; 
also the time and place of said special meeting. 

Section 6. All special meetings of the Directors shall be held 
at the offices of the corporation in Jacksonville, N. C., unless more 
convenient to meet elsewhere when the President shall designate 
the place of meeting in his call. 

Section 7. A quorum shall consist of a majority of the Direc- 
tors of the corporation in all business meetings. If no quorum is 
present at any meeting it may be adjourned from time to time 
until a quorum is present. 

Section 8. The order of proceeding at a regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors shall be as follows: 

1—Roll eall. 

2—Reading and approval of minutes of last meeting. 
3—Reports from the Officers. 

4—-Reports from the Committees. 

5—Filling vacancies in Board of Directors. 
6—Filling vacancies of Officers. 

7—Miscellaneous business. 


ARTICLE III 
Officers 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall annually elect, at their 
regular meeting in October, the following officers, who shall hold 
their respective offices for one year, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified: A President, two Vice-Presidents, a Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. 
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Section 2. The Board of Directors shall fill all vacancies occur- 
ring among the officers. 

Section 8. The Secretary shall the ex-officio Secretary of 
mittees hereinafter provided for and any special committees they 
shall appoint, power to carry out the objects for which they are 
appointed. 

Section 4. The Directors may, in the absence of any officer, 
delegate his power and duties to any other officer or to a director, 
for the time being. 


ARTICLE IV 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board of Directors; shall see that orders and resolutions of the 
Board of Directors are carried out; appoint all members of com- 
mittees not otherwise provided for; execute all conveyances, con- 
tracts and agreements authorized by the Directors, either directly 
or upon the recommendation of committees, delegated with power 
to contract by the Board of Directors, and generally see that all 
the officers and agents of the corporation perform their duties. 

Section 2. The Vice-Presidents shall be the chairmen and pre- 
side over their respective committees, as hereinafter described; 
and in the absence of the President they shall preside in their 
order at the business meeting of the Board of Directors, or attend 
to any of the duties as President they have the power to perform. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall be the ex-officio Secretary of 
the Board of Directors, and keep the minutes of all proceedings. 
in a book to be kept for that purpose. He shall be the Custodian 
of the Common Seal, and shall attest the same when affixed by 
order of the Board of Directors. He shall draw all orders on the 
Treasurer and attest the same after being signed by the President 
and affix the Common Seal. He shall perform such other duties 
as the by-laws enjoin, or are incident to his office. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall perform all the duties incident 
to his office, and usually performed by a Treasurer, and as such, 
he shall collect, receive and keep in safe deposit all the funds 
coming into his hands; endorse and collect checks and negotiable 
instruments, and keep full and accurate account of all receipts and 
disbursements and pay all orders signed by the President by au- 
thority of the Directors, and attested by the Secretary with the 
Common Seal affixed rendering a full account of each regular Di- 
rectors’ meeting. At the expiration of his term of office he shall 
deliver to his successor all monies, books, papers and other prop- 
erty in his possession. The Treasurer shall enter into a good and 
sufficient bond in a sum in the discretion of the Directors condi- 
tioned on the faithful performance of his duties, and as security for 
all receipts coming into his hands. His books, records and accounts 
shall be open for inspection at all times to a committee hereinafter 
described, known as the Auditing Committee. 


ARTICLE V 
Committees 


Section 1. The President shall »~noint all members of commit- 
tees, both standing and special, except as hereinafter provided, or 
unless otherwise ordered by the Board of Directors. 
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Section 2. There shall be a regular standing committee known 
as the Executive Committee, composed of five members, of which 
the First Vice-President shall be the chairman. The duties of 
this committee shall be to promote the objects of this corporation 
by securing professors, teachers of ability, and seeing that every 
teacher, officer and employee does his full duty, to solicit aid 
for the corporation from the various sources, keeping accurate 
accounts of all funds coming into their hands, which they shall 
turn over to the Treasurer, taking his receipt for same, and to 
have general supervision of all things necessary for carrying out 
the objects and purposes of this corporation, and to report all 
proceedings to the Board of Directors, and the annual meeting of 
the Association. 

Section 8. There shall be an Auditing Committee composed of 
three members, of which the Second Vice-President shall be chair- 
man, the duty of which shall be to audit all accounts of the Treas- 
urer, members of the Executive Committee, and all other officers 
and agents of the corporation of every kind who have any of the 
funds coming into their hands, and make their reports to the Board 
of Directors and to the annual meeting of the Association. 


ARTICLE VI 
Amendment of By-Laws 


Section 1. The Board of Directors of this corporation shall have 
power, by vote of a majority of all the Directors, and without the 
assent or vote of the membership through its representative, to 
make, alter and amend the by-laws of this corporation in meeting 
assembled, either regular or special, and if special, then the pur- 
pose of the meeting with the proposed amendments or alterations 
must be stated in the call; but the by-laws made by the Directors, 
under power, may be altered or repealed by the membership in 
regular meeting assembled. 


TWENTIETH ANNUAL CATALOG 


Of the Trent River Oakey Grove Collegiate and Industrial 
Training School 


This attached form of catalog gives sufficient information on 
the courses of study and expense regulations for one to thoroughly 
understand the object of the school. The school is under the 
auspices and supervision of the Trent River Oakey Grove Mission- 
ary Baptist Association. 

LOCATION—The school is situated on the west side of the 
A. C. L. Railroad, the only road between New Bern and Wilming- 
ton, and is about one-half mile from Jacksonville, via railroad, 
and one and one-quarter miles via county road, and also within 
easy reach of New River, it being visible from the campus. 

Geographically, the location is full of interest. The soil is deep, 
sandy loam and produces potatoes, peanuts, cotton, corn and to- 
bacco in large quantities. It is favored with congenial winds and 
sparkling waters. 

AIM—To secure and maintain a standardized elementary and 
high school approved by the state where our boys and girls may 
receive such training at home as will fit them to do as efficient 
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service as they can secure at any school of the same class in the 
state. The school is non-sectarian. 

LAND—tThe school owns about two and three-fourths acres of 
land, and three buildings. The main buildings are: the girls’ dor- 
mitory, and the boys’ building, a large two-story building with 
recitation rooms, and an accommodation for twenty or more young 
men. Provisions are arranged for young men in the boarding 
department. 

MEMBERSHIP—All applicants for membership must be of 
good moral standing in the community. Those from distance must 
furnish letters of recommendation of the same. 

RULES—General Regulations. The following regulations gov- 
ern the school: (1) Pupils of both sexes are to be admitted. Those 
from a distance are expected to room in the dormitory unless other 
arrangements can be made satisfactorily to the management. (2) 
Only pupils of good moral character will be admitted or retained. 
(83) No pupil will be advanced to a higher class except upon satis- 
factory completion of the work of the previous class. (4) Pupils 
entering school late in the season cannot be advanced to higher 
grades except being tested by examination, and found qualified to 
be advanced. 

Rules and Regulations Governing Public High School—High 
School instruction in non-standard schools: (1) No school shall 
be recognized as competent to sustain a high school department, 
unless it is maintained at least eight months. (2) There must be 
at least 20 pupils in average daily attendance in grades above the 
seventh or elementary school for a school to be recognized as a 
high school. (3) There must be at least five (5) teachers in the 
school unit, at least one of whom must devote his whole time to 
distinctively high school work. (4) A holder of a high school 
teachers’ certificate of Class A may be principal of a non-standard 
high school. 

EXPENSE—Tuition according to grade from $1.00 to $2.50 per 
school month. For girls $8.00 per school month, girls to do their 
own work and keep their rooms in a good sanitary condition. Stu- 
dents are asked to bring towels, sheets and pillow cases for their 
own use. 

PRIVILEGES—Students are to obey orders and rules of the 
school. They are not allowed to leave the school without proper 
permission. No visiting with local students or in the neighbor- 
hood. Students are expected to attend Sunday School and church 
of their choice at 11 a. m., and evening, accompanied by the 
matron. 

OUR NEEDS—We need $10,000.00 for school work. We need 
$6,000.00 to construct an auditorium. We need $4,000.00 for equip- 
ment and repairs on the buildings. 

LITERARY—tThe students have exercises in reading, debating 
and oratory as often as twice per month. 

DOMESTIC—Sewing is the principal work under this head. 
Fancy work, handicraft, weaving and crocheting are taught in 
sewing the different stitches. Buttonholes, darning, quilting, and 
cooking are given first attention. Other work comes in as occasion 
requires. 

Boys are taught to paint and do basketry and repair work. 

MUSIC—Primary ideas are given. 

GROWTH—We are increasing as time moves up. Four counties 
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are represented with us. Two hundred and twenty-five students 
were enrolled with us last term of school. 

MISCELLANEOUS—Under this head housekeeping, community 
service, manual training, and country life are taught. We invite 
a closer cooperaton of patrons, friends and officers. Your visits 
are appreciated and will prove helpful to the school.

RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE PRINCIPAL 


1. The painting of buildings started should be carried on to 
completion, not only for the purpose of beautifying the building, 
but for protection against rotting. 

2. The school grounds should have a closer supervision over 
them during the four months of vacation. The state urges that a 
good campus be secured for all such schools in the state. 

3. Since the board for boys and girls in the dormitory has 
been reduced to $8.00 per month, it is very necessary that this 
amount be paid every month in advance. Otherwise it leaves a 
very small margin for the matron to work upon. 

4. We should not relax our energies until we have secured the 
Rosenwald buildings. We need a ten room building, with an audi- 
torium, a science room, and an office room for the principal. 

5. We need a standard high school. To have this means that 
the requirements of the state must be met. Some of these essen- 
tial requirements are: The principal must have at least a high 
school certificate before he can be authorized to teach high school 
work. A library of 500 volumes. A third requirement is an aver- 
age of 45 children in the high school department. We should have 
this average. To get it going as it should, the adjoining districts 
should send from the fifth grade direct to this school. To give a 
broader base to draw from the work is hard to carry out to meet 
the condition of the state at best. But to try to carry on high 
school work in every corner of the county without any of these 
requirements is damaging to the cause. 


AN APPEAL TO MOTHERS AND FATHERS 


Are you not just a little slack with your daughters? It is a 
fact that both boys and girls should be educated equally and alike, 
but it seems almost impossible to keep boys in after the com- 
pulsory limit is reached. The ideals of your home and the ideals 
of American homes depend upon the ideals of those young women 
who have been educated to preside over the home. If they enter 
the home with a low, debauched ideal, then the ideals of the home 
and of the nation will tend in that direction. But if these edu- 
cated young women enter the home where their influence is to be 
felt more than any other place in the world, the church coming 
secondly, the school thirdly, and the community fourthly. If it 
goes through these four domains clean for pure womanhood, clean 
manhood, with Jesus at the bottom of the whole life. The home 
and nation will grow cold Godward unless the bovs can be kept in 
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this atmosphere. They go from bad to worse and will care no 
more for the virginity of the girl than a dog cares for the vomit 
that he casteth upon the sow. Mothers, have you not been just 
a bit careless with your daughters? Two that enrolled in our 
high school the first have disqualified themselves to attend any 
more school, and how many more before the next four months 
close nobody knows. This is a little discouraging to a principal 
who has scoured the county to get high school advantages offered 
us. Shall we appreciate the gift or not? If the teacher can only 
console himself upon an old adage once applied to Europe. That 
of all the children that went to her schools one-third became 
worthless, and the other third became drunkards, but the other 
third saved their country. We must confide in that third. 


Second Appeal 


An appeal to the patrons in general: It is a fact that we have 
cared for boys and girls in the dormitory. A boy wants to go out 
in the neighborhood and see the girls. He does not care for the 
rules if you let him stay in your home any time of night. If you 
are a friend of the school and what it is trying to do and a friend 
to the bov. you will ask him to excuse you, for he is violating the 
laws of his school and you cannot help him violate the rules of 
his own school.
